2. Slide the battery compartment cover in the 
direction of the arrow and lift it off. 

3. Put the battery in the compartment as indicated by 
the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the cover and snap it shut.

I N THE Baja Banshee 

You need one 9.6-volt rechargeable battery pack to 
power the motor. Before you use the battery pack, you 
must charge it using a battery charger (neither supplied, 
available at your local RadioShack store or online at 
www.RadioShack.com). Follow the charger's directions to 
charge the battery pack. 

1. Slide SOUND ON/ON/OFF under the left front fender 
to OFF. 

2 . Press the tab on the battery compartment cover and 
slide off the cover in the direction of the arrow. 

3. Attach the battery pack's connector to the vehicle's 
matching connector. Do not force them! They fit 
together only one way. 

4. Place the connectors in the groove on the side of the 
compartment, then place the battery pack in the 
compartment. 

5. Close the cover and snap it shut. 

When the vehicle's turns get wider, change the battery 
pack or recharge it according to the battery charger's 
instructions. 

DRIVING THE BAJA BAN5HEE 

1. Thread the antenna into the transmitter's antenna 
connector. Make sure the connection is tight. A 

2 . Place the rider on the Baja Banshee. Slide his hands 
onto the handles and his feet onto the footrests. 
Rotate the pedal clips to secure his feet to the 
footrests. 

3. Fully extend the transmitter's antenna. Hold the 
transmitter with the antenna straight up, as high as 
possible. 

4. Slide the transmitter's OFF/ON switch to ON. 

5. Slide SOUND ON/ON/OFF on the vehicle to ON to 
drive without sound effects, or to SOUND ON to 
drive with sound effects. 
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6. Use the transmitter's control levers to drive and 

steer the Baja Banshee. ^ 

Left Control Lever 

• Push forward to move forward. 

• Push all the way forward to move forward at 
maximum speed. 

• Pull backward to move back. 

• Pull all the way back for maximum speed in 
reverse. 

• While pushing forward, pull quickly backward to 
make the brake sound (with the SOUND ON/ON/ 
OFF switch set to SOUND ON). 

Right Control Lever 

• Push left to turn left. 

• Push right to turn right. 

• Release to go straight. 


7. When you finish driving the Baja Banshee, slide 
SOUND ON/ON/OFF on the vehicle and OFF/ON on the 
transmitter to OFF. & 

5T0MT Tips 

Rockin' Tilt — Rock the Banshee from side to side as it 
moves forward or backward by moving the right control 
lever rapidly from right to left. 

The Big Wheelie — Pop big wheelies by driving 
backward, then quickly moving forward. 


<51 CAUTION <51 

The motor gets hot during use. 
Do not touch the motor 
immediately after driving the 
vehicle. 

If the vehicle gets stuck under 
an object, immediately slide 
OFF/ON on the transmitter to 
OFF. Then retrieve the vehicle. 


Super Spins — Pop a wheelie. Then quickly move the 
right control lever to the right or left to make the 
Banshee spin. You hear a spinning sound when SOUND ON/ 
ON/OFF is set to SOUND ON. 


THE FCC WA/NTTS YOU TO KNOW 

Your Baja Banshee might cause TV or radio interference 
even when it is operating properly. To determine 
whether your Baja Banshee is causing the interference, 
turn off your Baja Banshee. If the interference goes 
away, your Baja Banshee is causing it. Try to eliminate 
the interference by. 

• moving your Baja Banshee away from the receiver 

• contacting your local RadioShack store for help 
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V HELPFUL HINT V 

Do not drive the vehicle in 
puddles, on a wet floor, on sand, 
or in mud, rain, or snow. These 
can damage it. 

Running your vehicle 
continuously for long periods 
generates high heat levels. 
Heat causes wear and tear on 
the motor. To help keep heat 
levels down, when you have 
drained your battery, let the 
vehicle cool at least 10 minutes 
before installing a newly 
charged battery pack. 

If you set SOUND ON/ON/OFF 
to ON and keep the left control 
lever in one position for 30 
seconds, the transmitter 
automatically shuts off to 
prolong battery life. If this 
happens, move the left control 
lever to another position to 
continue driving. 

If someone uses a CB nearby, it 
might interfere with control of 
the vehicle. If this happens, 
move the vehicle and the 
transmitter away from the CB. 

You cannot operate your vehicle 
near devices with transmitters 
that use the same frequency as 
your vehicle (27 or 49 MHz). 
Check the box to see which 
frequency you have. 

Be sure the vehicle is not out of 
the transmitter's range. 
Obstructions such as buildings, 
fences, and so on, between the 
transmitter and the vehicle, 
reduce the range. 

If the vehicle moves slowly and 
you have installed a fully 
charged battery pack, check 
the wheel mechanisms for lint, 
thread, hair, or dust. 


If you cannot eliminate the interference, the FCC 
requires that you stop using your Baja Banshee. 

CARE 

Keep the Baja Banshee dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store the Baja Banshee only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle the Baja 
Banshee carefully; do not drop it. Keep the Baja Banshee 
away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth 
occasionally to keep it looking new. V 

SERVICE AND REPAIR 

If your Baja Banshee is not performing as it should, take 
it to your local RadioShack store for assistance. 
Modifying or tampering with the Baja Banshee's internal 
components can cause a malfunction and might invalidate 
its warranty and void your FCC authorization to operate 
it.
